it is with genuine regret, because I have enjoyed for 21 years 


being your Port Medical Officer of Health. 


I must admit 


The report is made in accordance with the regulations 
of the Ministry of Health. 


From the Port Medical aspect nothing of a serious nature 


has occurred. 


There was one case of notifiable disease. 


A case of "Open" Pulmonary Tuberculosis was found in an Asiatic 


seaman on the S.S.Dunera anchored at King Harry Ferry. 


He was 


admitted to Tehidy Hospital and has made satisfactory progress. 


All the officers, 


and their families, 


and all other 


members of the crew were X-rayed at the Mobile clinic in Falmouth. 


All were given satisfactory clearances. 


The Chief Medical Officer, Ministry of Health, was given 


all necessary information of this report last January before it 


was requested. 


I received a letter of appreciation from the 


new Assistant Medical Officer who explained that notifications 
had not been sent out owing to the sudden death of his predecessor. 


During the year I have boarded 17 vessels to attend and

Reports of tests for contamination 

Samples are taken regularly by the Falmouth Corporation and 
tested by the Public Analyst. 

Precautions taken against contamination of hydrants and hosepipes 

The Authority have no jurisdiction over shore premises or 
equipment. 
Vessels are supplied with fresh water from the Falmouth 

Corporation's Water-boat and from hydrants on the quayside. 

Hydrants and hosepipes are thoroughly flushed out before 
water is discharged into the water-boat or into ships’ water 
storage tanks. 
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| Number and Sanitary Condition of Water-boats, and powers 
of Control by the Authority 


There is one water-boat operating in the Port. This 
is owned by the Falmouth Corporation, is of modern construction 
and is in excellent sanitary condition. The vessel is 
periodically inspected. Control of the water-boat in so far as 
any statutory nuisance might exist thereon would be dealt with 
under Part III of the Public Health Act, 1936, which has been 
applied to the Joint Board. 


VI. PUBLIC HEALTH (SHIPS) REGULATIONS, 1952 to 1963 


List of Infected Areas 

The list of infected areas is prepared from information 
supplied by the World Health Organisation in the Weekly Record 
of Quarantinable Diseases. 

The lists are typed and copies supplied by hand to H.M. 
Customs Waterguard, H.M.Immigration Officer and the Pilots. 

Whenever areas are removed from the list those concerned 
are notified of the deletions which should be made. In the 
event of further infected areas being added, a completely new 
list of infected areas is supplied. 


Radio Messages 


ee Fort 1s not a radio transmitting port. Radio telegrams 
from Masters of vessels are received principally from the 
Land's End Radio Station. 


Notification otherwise than by radio 

Information about ships which require the attention of 
the Port Medical Officer is telephoned by H.M.Customs Waterguard 
Officers to the Port Medical Officer. 


Mooring Stations 


A mooring station has been established in the Dock area 
alongside No. 7 Wharf and outside the Dock area alongside a 
buoy at St,Just Pool. 


Hospital Accommodation for Infectious Diseases 


All cases of infectious diseases, other than smallpox, 
can be admitted to the County Isolation Hospital at Truro. 


Surveillance and follow up of contacts 
Notices are sent to Medical Officers of the Districts 


concerned when contacts leave the Port. Prepaid Reply Cards 
are issued in certain cases in which contacts are required to 
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notify any further changes of address. Contacts remaining 
within the Port District are under the supervision of the Port 
Medical Officer during the period of surveillance. 
Cleansing and disinfection of ships, persons, clothing and 
other articles 

All ships’ quarters which have been occupied by cases or 
suspected cases of infectious disease are disinfected by the 
Port Health Inspector. 

The disinfection of persons, clothing and other articles 
is carried out at the County Isolation Hospital. at Truro. 


Vit, SMALLPOX 


All cases or suspected cases of smallpox may be sent to 
Smallpox Isolation Hospital, Nr.Liskeard, Cornwall. 

Ambulances for the transport of such cases would be supplied 
by the Cornwall County Council who are also responsible for the 
vaccinal state of the ambulance crew. 

The Smallpox consultant available is for the whole area

XIi. MEASURES AGAINST RODENTS IN SHIPS 
FROM FORETGN PORTS 


(1) Procedure for inspection of ships for rats 

Vessels are boarded by the Port Health Inspector as soon 
as possible after arrival, and unless the Masters produce 
recently issued certificates, inspections are extended to the 
holds, etc. in order to ascertain the rat population. Where 
indications of rat infestation are found traps are set and poison 
baits are laid, and in cases where the deratting certificate 
has expired and indications of rodent infestation are found, 
the vessel is ordered to be fumigated. 


(2) Arrangements for the Bacteriological or 
Pathological Examination of Rodents 


Arrangements have been made for the bacteriological and 
pathological examination of rodents at the Royal City Hospital, 
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Pathological Department, Truro. 


No rodents have been sent for examination during the 


year. 


(3) Arrangements for deratting ships and methods used 


Deratting of ships is normally carried out entirely by 
fumigation by hydrogen cyanide. The work is carried out by 
a commercial contractor, Fumigation Services Ltd. of London. 


(4) Progress in the rat-proofing of ships 


Vessels are found to be largely rat-proof. No additional 
rat-proofing was provided on vessels at the Port during the 


year.

Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 


I beg to submit my report for the year 1965. 


SHIP INSPECTION 


During the year 745 vessels were inspected and 28 of 
them were found to have nuisances or defects on board. Verbal and 
informal notices were given and as a result all the nuisances 
and defects were remedied. 1,861 re-visits were made to vessels 
in connection with these nuisances and defects and rat destruction 


and vessels from infected areas. 


As shown in Table B 206 ships from Foreign Ports were 
inspected and 5359 ships from Coastwise Ports, making the total 
5. 


Nuisances and Defects 


These consisted mainly of struetural defects caused 
through wear and tear, defective heating apparatus, dirty, foul and 
defective water closets and fittings and bathrooms, choked 
scuppers, dirty clothes lockers, and messrooms. 


Dirt, Vermin and other conditions prejudicial to health 


This type of nuisance and other conditions prejudicial 
to health are now rare. The number of vessels dealt with during 
the year on account of these conditions of the crew's quarters 
is becoming much less than in previous years. 


The disinfestation of verminous vessels is carried out 
by the pressure spraying of liquid insecticides. During the year 
17 vessels were dealt with.

The attention of the Masters and Engineers of vessels 
arriving at the Port is directed to the requirements of the 
Regulations. 


The minimum times for observing smoke emissions vary for 
30 minutes (black smoke) to 2 hours (dark smoke) and in order 
to implement the main purpose of the Act, visits are made to 
the vessels when any dark smoke is being emitted and representation 
made to the Officer-in-Charge. He is informed that observations 
is being kept and requested to make every effort to reduce the 
emission. 
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emissions from 23 British Ships, and 20 from foreign ships. 


During the year 43 observations wer. made of smoke 


In each case the emission was within the prescribed limits and 
the intensity reduced following my visit. 


RAT DESTRUCTION 


The sheds, quays and wharves are periodically visited 
and inspected and immediate measures are taken when fresh 
evidence of rats or their presence is reported. Poison baits 
are laid by the Docks Rodent Officer.

In addition to the functions they exercise, in common 
with other local authorities, Port Health Authorities are 
empowered to issue Rodent Control Certificates. The purpose 
of these certificates is to relieve Authorities from the 
necessity of inspecting coastwise vessels which are known to be 
free or to have been recently freed from rats and mice and 
the period of validity has been limited to four months. 


Since the Amendment No. 2 Order came into operation 
authorising a charge for these Certificates, most of the vessels 
have preferred to pay the slight additional cost and obtain 
International Certificates. No certificates were issued during 
1965.
